The man who fought the Japanese, French and 
Americans died Tuesday at 10:47 a.m. Victoria time 
but the North Vietnamese news agency held back the 
announcement until Wednesday night. 

He had been dead for nine minutes when Radio 
Hanoi reported that he was “gravely ill.” 

In Paris today, the scheduled session of the Viet- 
nam peace talks was called off as North Vietnamese 
delegates headed home for the funeral. The U.S. and 
South Vietnamese agreed to a one-week postpone-

A Viet Cong broadcast 
monitored in Saigon said a 
three-day ceasefire would be 
observed to honor the late 
president. It did not specify 
when if would start. 

Despite the ceasefire, diplo- 
matic experts around the 
world made it clear they did 
not expect Ho’s death to 
affect Hanoi’s conduct of the 
war in South Vietnam or 
change the Communists’ hard 
line at the Paris peace talks. 

The man who now appears 
on top is party boss Le Duan, 


the pragmatic, Moscow-lean-~ 
ing organizer who has been at 
Ho's Side for decades and 
whose name heads the 26-man 
committee named to super- 
vise the funeral. 

Le Duan and his colleagues 
face staggering problems. 

Undoubtedly there is a 
power. struggle in the offing. 
It will depend, many say, on 
how the party's 43-man cen- 
tral ‘committee is swayed. 
Outsiders have -only the 
vaguest idea of the workings 
of this group.

The 
political leader of North Vietnam 
had ensured political stability, how- 
ever, through his wisdom in arrang- 
ing long ago for other, younger men 
to take over the direction of the 
country under his guidance. Thus he 
became, while still retaining a hand 
in North Vietnamese affairs, a res- 
pected elder almost completely un- 
touched by the criticisms or setbacks 
of the regime which he had estab- 
With this post-mortem momen- 
tum, it appears that there will be 
little change in North Vietnamese 
policy for sometime. Thus the scis- 
sor strategy of conducting the Paris 


~. peace talks in close conjunction with 


battlefield operations in South Viet- 
nam will no doubt be continued, The 
war, which might be described as in 


_a state of active stalemate, has 


brought few successes to the Viet 
Cong and Northern forces in recent 
times, but the presence of the 
Northern divisions is still very evi- 
dent. Nothing has been yielded, little 
has ‘been lost, and little conceded. 
What could be the hint of a 
major concession, however, may be 
seen in the Paris statement of the 
chief of the North Vietnamese dele- 
gation that a major and rapid with- 
drawal of United States troops from 
South Vietnam could result in a new 
approach to the negotiations. While 
this appears to be a demand for a 


-new American concession, it indi- 
—==—==aates in reality -a-signifieant-back-— 


ward step from Hanoi’s previous in- 


sistence on a total withdrawal of 
American forces before meaningful 
discussion could--take--place. The 
figure of 100,000 was suggested to 
the Hanoi spokesman, and he. ap- 
parently accepted this as the mag- 


nitude of withdrawal he had in mind. 


Such a move, however, would 
run counter to President Nixon’s 
current stall on further reductions of 
overseas strength. With some 25,000 
troops already sent home from the 
war, he has looked for a correspond- 
ing retrenchment of North Vietna- 
mese activity. So far, this has been 
hard to define, but the latest Paris 
statement may perhaps be interpre- 
ted as a form of reply. 


It is not likely that the Paris 
remark comes as a consequence of 
He Chi Minh’s death. Such a basic 
policy — if indeed it-is one — no 
doubt was formulated long ago and 
would have been part of the deceased 
leader’s strategy. It is inevitable, 
however, that. as-time goes on, the 
machinery that he has left in Hanoi 
will show the effects of new forces. 
Already there is speculation as to 
whether the hawkish or dovish ele-- 
ments of the North Vietnamese gov- 
ernment will gain control, and the 
struggle between these—if much of 
it becomes evident to foreign obser- 
vation—may show Ho. Chi Minh-to- 
have pursued a moderate course in 
his conduct of affairs. 

It is clear, in any case, that the 
Communist world-has lost one of its 
major figures—a leader of ability 
and determination,who as boy and 


~man-was-active in-the-affairs. of his.—

Blast Into Uncertainty 


HE WILDERNESS SOCIETY 
of North<America has added 
its voice to the mounting chorus of 
protest .against a proposed under- 
ground nuclear testing program in 
the Aleutian Islands this fall. Meet- 
ing in Parksville—the first time in 
Canada since its founding in 1936— 
the group represented ecologists, 
forestry and wildlife experts, and 
conservationists. They warned that 
the explosions could have disastrous 
effects on plants and wildlife in the 
surrounding area, 

It is the uncertainty about. the 
possible effects of the Amchitka 
tests that is causing concern. Des- 
pite reassurances of the U.S. Atomic 
Energy Commission, doubts persist 
among scientists and laymen. The 
danger posed to bird and sea life 
carefully restored in recent years 
after other earlier depredations of 
another form occupies the attention 
of many opponents of the AEC plan. 
Senator Mike Gravel of Alaska has 
expressed fears that his state’s valu- 
able fishing industry may be a casu- 
alty. Obvidusly, this must also be a 
matter of concern to British Colum- 
bia fishermen who ply the same 
waters. 

This threat is posed: by the pos- 


sibility of leakage of radidactive par- 
ticles from. the®iiiéfpground. cham- 
bers, as has occurred in the Nevada 
tests. Another threat is that of trig- - 
gering earth tremors and_ tidal 
waves, which has also been indicated 
in Nevada. The instability of the Al- 
aska region was emphasized by the 
disastrous earthquake of 1964 which 
caused millions of dollars in damage 
along the coast as far south as Cali- 
fornia. 

The uncertainty has in fact been 
heightened by AEC ‘precautions,. 
such’ as moving wildlife to safer 
areas. Also disconcerting is. the de- 
cision to stage_a preliminary test 
blast before the real tests, which will 
involve nuclear devices 150 times 
more powerful than those which 
levelled Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 

The AEC says it would cancel © 
the main shots if the little one cqused 
“any unexpected disastrous effects 
on Amchitka or elsewhere.” This 
would seem to indicate a definite 
uncertainty about what is going to 
happen. Are the results really going 
to justify the risk?. Canada may 
have no legal right-to interfere, but 
we should make our fears known to 
Washington: It is still not too late to 
have the whole business called off. 


On the Trail 


E-OPENING OF THE SOUTH- 
ern end_of the old West Coast 
Trail from Port Renfrew to Bam- 
field is welcome news to the Island's 


growing number of hikers. In re-_ 


cent years it has been necessary to 
bypass in a boat the difficult 14 
miles of terrain between Gordon 
River and Logan Creek. Now, as the 
result of clearing by a four-man 
Parks Branch crew during the sum- 
_mer, it is possible to follow the ori- 
ginal telegraph line route. 


The first hikers to complete the 
-entire 60.mile walk since the project 
was finished report that the rest of 
the journey along the shoreline from 
Logan Creek to Pachena Point is 
very difficult in some spots. .To 
make it easier—but still a challenge 
—for a greater number of hikers 
more work needs to be done in 
brushing out sections of overgrown 
trail where beach travel is blocked 
by rocky outcrops. This is work the 
Parks Branch should be encouraged 


to continue next summer. The ex- 
pense is small, almost all of it going 
to labor costs, but the reward would 
be considerable. 

Many other. countries — New 
Zealand is a prime example—pay 
great attention to development of 
hiking trails for the health and en- 
joyment of their population. Few 
areas of the world can offer the 
hiker more attractions than the 
west coast of Vancouver Island. It 
is an area at once rugged and peace- 
ful, with plenty of room for many 
more people to enjoy it without the 
sense of crowding present in other 
more accessible spots. 


When. the federal _ government. 


takes over this strip of coastline 
for a national park as it intends in 
the next few years there will un- 
doubtedly be a stepped-up program. 
In the meantime a small expenditure 
by the provincial government each 
summer in restoring and maintin- 
ing the trail would be an excélient 
investment in the future.

Problem: After a ‘Guilty’ Verdict Comes the Sentencing: | 


F* aspects of the administration of 
justice in Canada are more arbitrary, 
potentially unfair and actually unjust 
than the sentencing of convictéd persons. 
Society has been 
much concerned to 
see that no one is 
¢ onvicted - improper- 
ly; ironically, consid- 
ering that most 
people are guilty and 
what really counts is 
the sentence to be 
handed down, there 


same concern about 
disparities in punish- 
ment. 

Thus, imprisonment for an indefinite 
term is possible and prevalent in Ontario 
and British Columbia, but not in other 
provinces. The provisions concerning 
remission time are such that a sentence 
of two years will get you out in 16 
months and 12 days while one of two— 
years less a day will keep you in for 20 
months and 16 days. The application of 
the “habitual criminal” law is so lacking 
in uniformity that Vancouver accounts | 
for almost half of all convictions. 

Even within single jurisdictions, dis- 
parities can be notorious. Lawyers. strive 
mightily to get on before certain judges 
known to take a lenient view of certain 
offences. Some judges will. give time to 
pay a fine; others will not. Some date a 
prison term from the time .the offender 
is first taken into custody; others do not. 
Everywhere there. is .a perhaps under- 
standable but quite improper:tendency to 
go easier on those who “cop a plea”. and 
save the state the expense of a trial, a 
modus vivendi Which is obviously open to 
all sorts of coercion. - 

The recent amendments to the 
Criminal Code have gone some small

way, particularly in standardizing remis- 
sion time, to correcting this situation but 
comprehensive reform, it appears, must 
await the long-term overhaul of the 
Criminal Code now promised by Justice 
Minister John Turner through the 
mechanism of a_ national Law Reform 
Commission. 

This is not only an unfortunate but a 
curfous decision since Mr. Turner has 
recently got the best thinking he is ever 


likely to get on the philosophy and: 


practices of sentencing from the Founda- 
tion of Legal Research, an organization 
sponsored by the Canadian Bar Associa 
tion, in the form of a report by W. B. 
Common, former Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral of Ontario, and Alan W. Mewett, 
professor of law at the University of 
Toronto. ; 


While the Foundation does not, 
apparently,. believe in -mass publicity, 
the report. is being read by Chief 
Justices, Attorneys-General and judges 
across Canada and it seems likely, 
having regard to.the stature, of its 
authors, to create a receptiveness for 
reform in legal circles which Mr. Turner 
might tell exploit.

have prevented such a phifosophy from 
developing. 


The Criminal Code contains no state- 
ment of sentencing principles and since 
the Supreme Court of Canada does not 
have. jurisdiction to hear appeals against 
sentence, nation-wide dicta have been 
lacking. For some reason, the majority 
of appeals to the provincial Courts of 
Appeal on questions of sentence do not 
raise issues that are considered to merit 
written judgments, so there has been 
little guidance from these sources. either. 


Accepted Principles . 


-Intrying...to—filL_.this..gap,...Messrs.. 
Common and Mewett eschew hard and 
fast rules in favor of commonly accepted 
principles which all sentencing tribunals 
can follow. The punishment, they argue, 
must not only fit the crime but the 
offender and the community as well; 
uniformity of sentence for like offences 

““is“theréfore neither possible nor desir- 
able. 

Their basic complaint is that we are 
too jail-happy in Canada. ‘‘Too lavish use 
is made in this country of imprison- 
ment,” they. write: “A sentencing 
tribunal should start from the proposi- 
tion that imprisonment should not be 
imposed unless that punishment can be 
“affirmatively justified. This should entail 
enumerating and discarding all possible 
alternatives. 

“Imprisonment is costly, corrupting 
and of necessity a disposition that most 


militates against rehabilitation and, 
therefore, if possible, only to be imposed 
as a last resort.” : 
The courts must therefore be in- 
formed not only about the offence (this 
does not always happen when there is a’ 
guilty plea) but about the offender, _ 
Ideally, there should be a 


report for every offender and certainly 


for all apparent first offenders, for all 
those under 21 charged with an 
indictable offence, and for all those 
where there is a possibility of a. 
penitentiary term. Thus armed, : 
courts should then be empowered to: 

@ “Discharge” an offender, either 
absolutely or conditionally, in order to 
give him a second chance. The dis- 
charge, which differs from probation in 
that no conviction is registered, has 
proven useful in Britain, according to the 
study, since its introduction there in . 
1948. 


@ Place him on probation unless the 


recent amendments to the Criminal Code , 
have corrected-this) nor should probation 
be available only to first offenders. 

@ Fine him such amount, having 
regard to his financial circumstances, as 
will be within his ability to pay yet have 
an impact as punishment. There should 
be time to pay and imprisonment in the 
event of default, except for wilful 
refusal, should be discontinued. Default- 
ters should be pursued in the civil law 
courts. 

If none of these alternatives is consid- 
ered appropriate, the study recommends, 
imprisonment must perforce be used. 
Even here, however, the approach should 
be to work backwards from = the 
maximum term provided in the Code 
nather than upwards from the minimum.

Looking .or a Foreign Policy Among the Bureaucrats 


NITED States foreign policy under 
President Nixon was described not 
long ago as equivalent to a ticket, on the 
Titanic. The remark merits more than 
usual attention, since 
it came from a 
freshman Republican 
senator, William 
Saxbe, of. Ohio, who 
rode into office last 
November as a Nixon 
Re publican against 
strong liberal Demo- 
er atte —opposition: 
What Sen. Saxbe was 
really saying was 
that U.S. foreign 
policy had been dangerous for some 
time, and remained so after Mr. Nixon’s 
first few months. in .office. It was not, 
except for its source and. vivid form of 
expression, an unusual: observation. For 
years, critics have contended that the 
U.S. really has. no foreign policy beyond 
one or two dogmas defining the ‘‘free’’ 
and “Communist” worlds and their re- 
spective roles (usually in terms of U.S. 
interests). - 


Notoriously Inept 


Foreign policy is essentially not so 
much a policy as the mode of operation 
of the bureaucracy that administers it. 
Since few bureaucracies are as over- 
blown or gs set in their ways as that of 
the state department, this line of 
criticism continues, the U.S. foreign 
policy establishment is notoriously inept 
at maintaining awareness of new trends, 
preparing for events outside predictable 
patterns, or handling emergencies except 
by a gut reaction in which the narrowest, 
shortest-term apparent U.S: “interests 
predominate. 

President Kennedy, soon after he took 
office, was shocked by his first discovery 
of the nomexistence of U.S foreign 
policy. Perturbed by-what he had heard 
of the doings of left-wing leader Cheddi 
Jagan in what was then Britieh Guiana, 
be asked the state department for a 
paper on-U.S. policy toward that country 
— and he wanted it that afternoon, The 


department was aghast. Such a docu- 
ment would have to be prepared and 
then reviewed by so many people in so 
many different offices, he was told, that 
it would take weeks to produce. 

More seriously, President Kennedy 
allowed himself to be deluded. into 
approving the Bay of Pigs adventure, 
recommended by a bureaucracy so far 
up in the clouds’ that. it had convinced 
itself. the Cuban people would rise 
against Fidel Castro at the first feeble 
sign of an invasion, even a Yankee-led 
one. 

President Johnson similarly found .the 
bureaucracy umprepared to contend with 
Latin American insurgency. 

The. initial excuse of sending. U.S. 
foreés to the Dominican Republic — to 


save threatened U.S. citizens —. petered 
out quickly when the troops stayed. 

The Vietnam war is the worst 
example of faulty foreign policy advice 
in recent years. Rightness or .wrongness 
of the principle behind U.S. intervention 
aside, President Johnson was wrongly 
convinced by his advisers that he could 
win ari acceptably easy and early victory 
in a- war despite three basic factors 
against the -U.S.: 1. It was largely a 
guerrilla war. 2. It was at least in part a 
civil wat. 3. Only the U.S.-supported side 
required direct foreign military support 
to_maintain its own viability. (Critics of 
the war cite this as the “‘lost cause” 
factor.)

From very different points of view, botly Premier 
Bennett and his NDP rivals agreed on election night 
thatthe main issue had been (as he puts it) “free 


enterprise versus socialism” or 


(as they put it). 


We have our doubts about 
this explanation. One can take 
the resuit in a few ridings and 


say. this must be it. For 
example, in Oak -Bay, an 
island riding with probably 
the most affluent citizens in

Starfish Stuck With the Sea 


The only major group in the 
animal kingdom whosé mem- 
bers are confined to the sea is 
the Echinoderms which in- 
cludes the starfish, sea 
urchins, cucumbers and their 
various relatives 

AN other groups of marine 
creatures have representa- 
tives that have invaded fresh- 
water or even the land but for 


Some reason representatives 
of the starfish phylum were 
never able to make the 
transition ‘ 

The Echinoderms are re- 


markable alsa for many ather 
reasons. The -majority of the 
members have a somewhat 
spiny. covering, hence the 
technical name which means 
“prickly skinned.”

Actually, the rough texture 
as found in a typical starfish 
“is_due to a series of tubercles 
Which arise from a_ limy 
interna) skeleton and project 
above the-skin, The result is a 


roughness which differs in 
degrée depending upon the

Another outstanding feature 
of this unusual group is the 
radial body plan shared by all 
members. Instead. of being 
laid out with a frofit and a

The starfishes show this 
arrangement in simplest 
form usually with five rays or 
arms radiating outward from 
a centrally located mouth. 

The same plan is obvious in 
the serpent stars and in the 
sea lilies,-the latter differing 
mainly “in that. the body 
normally rests in the opposite

position with 
uppermost 

The radial body plan is not 
quite so evident in a sea 
urchin partly because the 
covering of spines obscures 
the basic pattern. However: a 
close look at the mouth-parts 
shows five teeth and related 
parts arranged in a radjating 
pattern and when the spines 
and skin are removed. the 
spoke-like arrangement of the 
plates forming the shell is 
revealed. ee

In fact a sea urchin looks 
very much like a starfish in 
which the five arms are. bent 
upward in a graceful curve 
and united along their edges 
to form a hollow structure. 
The interlocking plates which 
appear in radiating rows in 
multiples of five are the 
counterparts of the plates on 
the lower of the 
Stacfish arms 

Keven though radial sym- 
metry appears. to be basic to 


surface 


the members of the starfish 
group there is evidence which 
suggests that Echinoderms 
are descended from animals 
possessing the more conven- 
tional type of body plan. For 
example in ail cases~ the 
larvae are bilaterally sym- 
metrical, that is they have a 
front and back end, a left and 
right side as do most. animals:

However, when they change 
over to the adult form the 
body parts take on the radial 
plan characteristic of the 
group. It would appear there- 
fore that radiating symmetry 
was not the original body plan 
in the Echinoderms as it is in 
the jellyfishes and their rela- 
tives. These two majer groups 
therefore are not even_re- 
motely related even though 
there is superficial resem- 
blance in their body plan 


Still’ another most unusual 
feature distinguishes this “‘odd- 
ball’ group of creatures. This 
is the possession of a series of 
tubes which carries sea water 
to all parts of the body and in 
most subgroups the system 
ends in remarkable structures 
called “tube feet’ which are 
used in locomotion

WASHINGTON (WP) —

The quickest general 
reaction was the widespread 
assessment —that the North 
Vietnamese president's death 
leaves Hanoi's basic objec- 
tives in the war unchanged, 
with his successors bound to 
pursue the same goals. 


But that judgment reveals 
littic, it was readily condeded.

goal. 

Some U.S. officials are now 
encouraged to- believe, i. 
retrospect, that the summer- 
long stalement in diplomacy 
in Paris may have been due 
in part to~immodibity in 
Hanoi as Ho neared his death. 

If that has been the case, 
these officials suggest, North 
Vietnam now might be 
readier for more decisive and 
more “‘yealistic’’ diplomatic 
exhanges that. reflect the 
military balance in the wur 
instead‘ of _ pursuing whiat 
amcunts to unconditivna! 
Communist demands‘ for a

Ho participated as “Comrade Indochinese 
Delegate,"’ and listened to the factions argue the question of 
peaceful versus violent revolution. 

The advocates of violent revolution finally broke away to 
form the French Communist Party. Ho followed them, a 
charter member of the new partyand an activist in the 3rd 
International. 

Ho disappeared in the 1930s and either from ignorance or 
2s a subterfuge, Communist néwsepapers published his 
obituary. In Moscow, Vietnamese students even honored him 
at a memorfal service. As late as 1945, French officials in 
Paris refused to believe intelligence reports from Vietnam 
that Ho had slipped back into, the colony, Their records said 
that he had died in Hong Kong‘ between 1931 and 1935. 

After four years:in the Soviet Union,’ from 1934 through 
1938, Ho was in China. The Chinese communists and 
nationalists had agreed to fight together against the Japanese 
invaders. Accordirigly, Ho was assigned as a political com- 
missar in a Chinese nationalist unit.

Ho, spent four years in the central Vietnam city of Hue, 
but left without a diploma. He taught briefly at a school in 
the fishing town of Phan-thiet, then made his way south to 
Saigon, there to seek a berth aboard a French ship. It was 
late 1911, and Ho, then bearing the alias Ba, was 21 years ald. 

He secured a messboy’s job aboard the French liner 
Latouche-Treville. travelling between Vietnam and Marseilles. 
He later worked on other ships, visiting New York and 
Boston, and according to his blographers, these vovages are 
supposed to have inspired Ho's early polemical writings. 

As a result of visits to the Middle East.and North Africa, 
he wrote “Le Proces de Ja Colonization Francaise,” - a 
condemnation of French colonial domination. 
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strategist and victor at Dien Bien Phu. 

The faliuof France to Hitler’s armies and the Japanese 
thrust into Indochina gave- Ho and his associates the 
opportunity to set in motion their plans to build a nationalist 
resistance inside their country. In February, IMI, after 30 
years outside Vietnam, Ho went back for the first time. : 

Through that winter his followers had. established a 
“liberated zone” in the region of Cao Bang, inside Vietnam 
near the China frontier. Here Ho found a deep cave and made 
it his headquarters. The cave was situated in a mountain he 
named for Marx; he called a nearby stream Lenin River. 

In mid-May, 1$41, Ho organized a meeting of his central 
committee around a bamboo table in the cave. He reasoned 
that the French would be defeated by the Japanese, who in 
turn’ would be defeated by the allies: The . Vietnamese 
Communists could eventually fill the consequent political 
vacuum, but on twe conditions. They meeded mass support as 
weil as the co-operation of Chiang Kai-shek’s Chinese 
naltonalists, the only plausible force in nearby China. 

To fulfil] these conditions, Ho explained, their movement 
could not be overtly Communist. Thus he proposed the 
formation of a “front’’ to include peasants, workers and even 
“‘natriotie” landowners. The new league was called Vietnans 
Doc Lap Dong Minh, contracted to Vietminh, and it was born 
on: May 19, 1941, Ho’s 50th birthday.

On that date, too, Ho dropped the pseudonym Nguyen Ai 
Quoc and first used ‘‘Ho Chi Minh.” 

Wearing shorts and a pith helmet, carrying a cane, Ho 
entered Hanoi late in August, and on Sept. 2, 1945, declared 
Vietnam's independence in a speech that opened with the line 
from the American Declaration of Independence that “all 
men are created equal.” 

Though he had proclaimed independence, Ho now had to 
make it stick. To do so, he had to come to terms. with France 
— and urgently. North Vietnam at the time was occupied by

In“954. when the Geneva conference was convened, 
Moscow was anxious for peace for two main reasons: US. 
Secretary of State John Foster Dullies.had just unveiled his 
“massive rétaliation” doctrine that might have menaced the 
Soviet Union if the Viemam war continued. Moreover, the 
Russians were tempted té negotiate an end to the war in 
exchange for a French veto of the European defence 
eommunity. 

As a result, Ho was enjoined to accept a partitioned 
Vietnam, with a promise of elections in 1956 that would lead 
to reunification. But in 1956, Moscow did Httle to adance 
Hanoi’s cause. On the contrary, the Russian proposal in 1957 
that both North and South Vietmam be admitted to the United 
Nations tacitly signified that Moscow recognized a permanent 
division of the country.

- He said the surgery involves 
turning the ankle joint ‘inside 
out” and scrapping away all the 
dead cartilage. 

The surgeon then grafts a 
layer of bone chips from the hip 
“in tiny pieces like mincemeat” 
into the space between the two 
parts of the joint before re-unit- 
ing them firmly and applying a 
walking cast. 

He said patients have been 
abie to walk in the cast. within 
three weeks and that the cast is 
removed completely after six to 
eight weeks. 

Dr. Fitzgerald said he has not 
had a failure with the new ap- 
proach in nearly a score of op- 
erations. 

The ankle disease, called ar- 
-throdesis, is about 50 times less 
common than arthritis of the 
hip and is often due to old frac- 
tures which have not mended 
properly.

A recent one-cent price increase on a loaf of 
bread is just -the forerunner of future increases, a 
spokesman for a major Victoria bakery said today. 


Bread was increased to 27 cents for a 16-ounce loaf by 
Weston Bakeries Ltd., McGavin ‘Toastmaster Ltd. and the Vic- 
toria-based McDonald’s Bakery Ltd. A 24-ounce loaf of white 
sliced bread is now 38 cents, 

T. E. Moir, general manager of Weston’s, said, “the im- 
mediate one-cent increase isn't going to cover increased costs.”’ 

The increase was blamed on labor costs’ which went up 
when the Bakery and Confectionery Workers Union won wage 
intYeases-recently. — : 

Three more contracts now are in abeyance, said Moir, and 
if substantial increases are won in those negotiations, ‘‘the ptice 
will have to go up again."

Bakery owners have yet to deal with contracts for bakery 
salesmen, truck maintenarice men and plant engineers, al) of 
whom have different unions. 

S. G. Fuoco, McGavin’s manager, said in Vancouver that 
prices were also following increased packaging costs and the 
upward cost-of-living trend. 

McDonald's manager, John McDonald, said that while 
his bakers are not in the baker's union, they have had

“As one bakery puts up its prices, we all have to.” 

A spokesman for the baker’s union, ‘financial secretary 
Mel Kemmis, said McDonald's had no reason, for increasing 
their price because its bakers are not organized. 

Some small bakeries still sell at lower prices. However, 
a spokesman for Arnold’s Bakeries Ltd., where the pricé is 
23 cents a loaf, said small bakeries will “probably, follow 
with increases shortly.” 

The last increase in bread prices was in 1967.

Flowers at the show are the 
aristocrats of the chrysanthe- 
mum world — ‘and in Victoria 
that’s saying a lot because 
Victoria, according to society 
president Mrs. A. R. McMinn, 
is “‘the most ideal location in 
all of Canada for growing 
chrysanthemurs.”’ 

The petal pulling is called 
dréssing the bloom, which is 
permitted. in the search for 
Perfection. It is one of the 
Many time-consuming rites 
performed as blooms are 
picked and kept fresh to be at 


their best for the judging 

Friday morning. 
“Chrysanttemums are a 

real challenge to grow,”’ Mrs. 


McMinn said, as she cast -a 
critical eye over vice-presi- 
dent Bob Begg’s_ magnificent 
display. ‘‘But they do respond 
to a lot. of fertilizer, water, 
and tender loving care.”

Ad Code 
Approved 


TORONTO (CP) — Consum- 
ers should soon be seeing ap- 
pliance advertising bearing a 
seal designed to tell them the 
advertiser is subscribing to a 
truth-in-advertising code of 
ethics. 

The code has been drawn up 
for the industry by the Cana- 
dian Appliance Manufacturers 
Association partly, in response 
to suggestions from govern- 
ment and consumer. 

F. Donald Robb, CAMA 
code committee chairman, 
says retailers and manufac- 
turers have been briefed on 
the code. This month the asso- 
ciation starts-its campaign to 
make the public aware of it. 

The literature sent by the 
CAMA to retailers explains 
why the association has decid- 
ed the code is needed now: 

“Because the government is 
becoming more active in pro-

Mr. Robb, advertising man- 
ager, consumer group, for Ca- 
nadian Westinghouse, Hamil- 
ton, said the committee wrote 
the .code after members had 
seen some examples of mis- 
leading advertising and had 
consulted retail and advertis- 
ing association and govern- 
Ment consumer protection exe 
perts, 

He said retailers who con- 
travene the code will have 
pressure put on them by the 
CAMA to stop it.-In an ex- 
treme case, he said, the man- 
ufacturer involved might 
refuse to pay his share of the 
cost of an ad.

A CAMA review board will 
meet four times a year to 
judge advertisements and to 
handle complaints or ques- 
tions from retailers or manu- 
facturers. It is not set up to 
handle consumer problems di- 
rectly. 

Briefly, the code says no 
claims should be made for 
performance or capacity that 
cannot be substantiated. The 
appliance model being aciver- 
tised must be available. Price 
comparisons must be truthful 
and warranties must be clear- 
ly explained.

QUEBEC (CP)—Rene Levesque, leader of the 
separatist Parti Quebecois, says the federal Liberal 
party played a key role in Jean Lesage’s decision to 
resign as leader of the Quebec Liberals.

Despite the ceasefire, diplo- 
matic experts around the 
world made it clear they did 
not expect Ho’s death to 
affect Hanoi’s conduct of the 
war in South Vietnam or 
change the Communists’ hard 
line at the Paris peace talks. 

The man who now appears 
on top is party boss Le Duan, 


the pragmatic, Moscow-lean- 
ing organizer who has been at 
Ho’s side for decades and 
whose name heads the 26-man 
committee named to super- 
vise the funeral. 

Le Duan and his colleagues 
face staggering problems. 

Undoubtedly there is a 
power’ struggle in the offing. 
It will depend, many say, on 
how the party's 43-man cen- 
tral committee is swayed. 
Outsiders have only the 
vaguest idea of the workings 
of this group. 


Floods and Crop Failures 


North Vietnam has been 
beset by floods, and this will 
probably be the worst crop 
year in a decade or more. 
Both agriculture -and_ the 
small industrial base are 
painfully short of manpower, 
a situation aggravated -ter- 
ribly by. the contittiing wat: 

Hanoi newspapers have 
openly deplored flagging 
morale and productivity. 

It is evident that the war 
could not be maintained in the 
face of these troubles without 
the continued support of 
Peking and Moscow. In the 
past, Ho was masterful in 
fending off the two Commu- 
nist giants and holding to a 
middle way. 

“In one of his few clear-cut 


) stands in the Moscow-Peking 


battle, the president last year 
publicly supported the Soviet 
invasion of Czechoslovakia. At 


the same time, he maintained 
in growing party power acid- 
tongued Truong Chinh, who is 
regarded as Peking’s advo- 
cate in Hanoi. 

Truong is considered the 
major rival to Le Duan. 

Experts believe that North 
Vietnam will be governed by 
cofhimittee for the dimiiédiate 
future. 

In Saigon, Western -diplo- 
mats believed Ho’s death 
opened up a chance to re- 
appraise the war and possibly 
@ more serious effort to find a 
peaceful solution. 

Some Saigon officials pre- 
dicted’ the power struggle 
between Hanoi’s pro-Peking 
and pro-MoscdW factions now 
that the moderating influence 
of Ho is gone. But other 
diplomatic observers. noted 
that Hanoi’s leaders had 
stuck together for more than 
30 years. 


‘Old Guard’ is United 


“As long as the old guard of 
Pham Van Dong, Le Duan, 
Truong Chinh, and Gen. Vo 
Nguyen Clap remained in 
power, there would be no 
changes in policy,” one 
observer said. 

Hanoi radio today said the 
79-year-old leader died of.a 
heart attack just a day after 
the 24th anniversary of: North 
Vietnam's first declaration of 
independence from France 
which led fo the Indo-Chinese 
war. 

Announcement of, his death 
was withheld for nearly 21 
hours, while radio. prepared 
the North Vietnamese people 
with periodic reports that his 
condition was getting worse. 

“Everyone tried their

| A recent one-cent price increase on a loaf of 
bread is just the forerunner of future increases, a 
spokesman for a major Victoria bakery said today. 


| Bread was increased to 27 cents for a 16-ounce loaf by 
| Weston Bakeries Ltd., McGavin Toastmaster Ltd. and the Vic- 
toria-based McDonald’s Bakery Ltd. A 24-ounce loaf of white 
sliced bread is now 38 cents, 

T. E. Moir, general manager of Weston’s, said, “the im- 
mediate one-cent increase isn't going to cover increased costs," 

The increase was blamed on-labor costs which went up 
when the Bakery and Confectionery Workers Union won wage 
increases recently, 

“Threé more-contraets now are in abeyance, said Moir,-and 
if substantial increases are won in those negotiations, ‘‘the price 
will have to go up again.” 


Bakery owners have yet to deal with contracts for bakery 
salesmen, truck maintenance men and plant engineers, all of 
whom have different unions. We 

S. G. Fuoco, McGavin’s manager, said in Vancouver that 
prices were also following increased Packaging costs and the 
upward cost-of-living trend, 

McDonald's manager, John McDonald, said that while 
his bakers are not in the baker's union, they have had 
wage increases, 

“As one bakery puts up its prices, we all have to.” 

A spokesman for the baker’s union, financial secretary 
Mel Kemmis, said McDonald’s had no reason for increasing 
their price because its bakers are not organized. 

Some small bakeries still sell at lower prices. However, 

a spokesman for Arnold's Bakeries Ltd., where the price is 
25 cents a loaf, said small bakeries will “‘probably follow 
with increases shortly.’
